.ViANAHUA, Niearagaa, August 25.— 


GwmaiU on Sunday was the scene of a 
coup tie main by which President Ro- 
berto Sagaea tritd to rid himself of bis 
most prominent opponents, and at the 
same time nip in the bud a possibly 
crowing revolution. For i ears vigorous 
rivalry has existed bstween ihe progress- 
ists, whose headquarters are at Granada, 
ami the Catholic church party, whose 
airuu^liolds are Leon and Managua. 


Orauada, for tunny terms past, lias 


lurujshed the country with a president, 
but at the last election; Sagaea, a Leon 
mun, \vaschoeen. This was not approved 
by the Progressives, and for some time 
it has heeu whispered that an attempt 
would be made to oust, him, bnt the coup 
by himself was a complete surprise.

dent Cbamoiro, _ix-Preside at Zavula, 
Uott An sol mo Rivflea, editor of the )f»d- 
iug newspaper of the country, Don En- 
rique Guzeman, aoa of General Guztj- 
nian, and Don J. D. Rodriguez, formerly 
attach ad to thb legation at Washington.

This opposition is fluid to 
have grown from the snubbing which 
Rodriguez thought he received from the 
American secretary of state while at- 
tached to the legation at Washington.

Laying the lile shonld follow iinmf- 


diat<-ly upon tho leveling (grading) of 
tho bottom, and iu onler to perform this 
task without stepping into the ditch a 


: foot polo with a one-quarter inch 


iron rod fastened to tin- end and bent in 
tho form of uu t-lbow i.i u.y.-d lo handle 
cection after section of tile, and placing 
it iu its proper phuv. Tho ends should 
be. closely fitted together, and clay rinb 
soil finuly«paeked around them to hold 
them in their place, nntil thn ditches 
can IK filled up again to tbe top. Fine 
surface soil or anything that will decay 
should not be put immediately iu con- 
tact with the tiles. It Ls also essential 
that the point of discharge in t he lateniU 
fihonld be a few iuches above the K-vt-1 
of tbe main, to insuro a good flow. It is 
obvious that the tiles ran lx> liiid dirrci-ly 
npon the bottom of tho ditch when the 
subsoil in jwrfeuUy bard and solid, espe- 
cially if of stiff clay. Soft muck or quick- 
Baud in the bottom of drains makes it 
necessary to rest the tiles upon" a line of 
narrow sis inch boards placed in the 
drain, as here illustrated, 


In some instances tile cannot be read- 


ily obtained, at least uot without paying 
heavy transportation expenses, and other 
means of constnir,tiiig tho drain havn to 
bo found. I have used board troughs 
with excellent results. The poorest kind 
of lumber may bo utilized for this pur- 
pose. Two boards are nailed together at 
right angles and held firmly iu place by 
strips nailed diagonally across. Such 
troughs may be placed directly upon a 
carefully graded, hard, stiff clay bottom, 
or upon a line of boards placed upon, soft 
bottom in same way as the tile. Stones 
and pebbles, where plentiful, c:in be used 
to good advantage also; but to got a 
properly constructed drain with such 
material the inexperienced owner will 
always find it safest and cheapest to

A correspondent writing in the New 


York World lias tbe following to say: 
As a- means of prevention from the gapes 
in young chickens it ia admitted that 
tbfiv should be kept from wet and dirty 
places. IE they bo troubled with this 
disLeniperiL nearly always cornea from 
worms in tbe crop and throat, as chick-, 
ens, like tbo young of most other ani- 
mals, are more subject to worms than 
those of mature age. Onions chopped 
fine is a prevention, and garlic, either 
raw ur cook<«l in milk, is a sure cure. 
Tlie milk may be given with a spoon; 
also horseradish water or pellets made of 
the scraped or grated article, mado 
small and crammed down their tbroata 
if tbey will not pick and eat it

believe in fishing tho worms up with a 
feather or crooked hair, as someJainea 
advised; this only gives relief, but is not 
a cure.

"In talking with Eastern people, I

Tlieni ia too much uncertainty 
anil the risks are too irreat to place 
oidera now aud hold goods until the first 
of the year. 


"Our house feels like this: If they 


can coioe here aud buy xoods (it prices 
that will leave them a small profit tht-re, 
they will .lo it; if they can't do this, 
they will not buy any this season. 


"Cheap prices will swell the volume 


of tlifl business. There was a marked 
euVct last winter following the dropping 
of the prices. Goods readily found a 
sale at the lower prices. The consump- 
tion was greatly increased when the 
prices reached tho point where laboring 
men could buy and use the fruit.

Repudiated By His E rut her, Who

Congress. 


A letter from a convict in San Qaontin 


to ii friend in this rity, gives the follow- 
ing news of local interest: 


"To my knowledge Fresno county ifl 


reprebented in this pr BOO by eleven in- 
dividuals, myself included. Frank Hains- 
borough, who came here with me nearly 
fourteen months ago, died three months 
after our arrival. The letter which his
